to an unknown destination Friday 
night when 100 Altheimor residents 
massed in front of the county jail

Irene Taylor, 19, of near Altheimer, 
Tuesday. 


Williams was one of four persons ar- 


rested by officers Friday afternoon, 
following the discovery of the body 
in Flat bayou; near. Altheimer, that 
morning. He was said to have con- 
fessed to Sheriff Garland Brewster 
that he raped and murdered Miss Tay- 
lor, 
daughter of Mr, and Mrs. Lee 


Taylor of Allhcimer, and to have im- 
plicated three other negroes who he 


* said helped him dispose of the body. 


Crowd Gathers 


When the crowd gathered between 


the v courthouse and the county jnil 
Friday night, officers put Williams in 
a car and headed for Tucker farm, 
about 17 miles from the city. It was 
reported that at least five carloads of 
the Altheimer residents who gath- 
ered here followed the officers' car 
out of town. 


When they readied Ihe Tucker farm, 


however, they found that the officers 


•f, had eluded them and that Williams 


had been taken elsewhere. 


The officers chose a moment when 


many of the Altheimer residents were 
at a nearby mortuary to spirit the 
negro away. While Sheriff Brewster 
addressed the group in front of the 
juil, Deputy Sheriffs C. W. Voris and 
J. T. Bulloch hustled Williams out of 
a side door of the jail and into an 
automobile driven by Deputy Sher- 
iff 
Garland Brewster Jr.

ficers' car had gained considerable 


j headway when the crowd learned what 


had hApp^nefl,VOhi" group followed 
the car as far as Sherrill before aban- 
doning the theory that the prisoner 
had been taken to Tucker prison farm. 


Alleged Confession 


Officers at the county jail hero said 


that Williams told them of having 
seen the girl as she was walking along 
the highway near the Mount Moriah 
negro church about 3 Tuesday after- 
noon. She was salesman for a Mem- 
phis candy concern and was carrying 


j a box of candy. The negro said he ap- 


proached on the prelex that he wanted 
to buy a bar, then seized the young 
woman. 


He said that he dragged hoi1 into 


the cemetery near the church. After 
assaulting her, he attacked her with 
n club, beating her. over the head 
until she was dead. He then hid the 
body in a thicket in a corner of the 
cemetery.

Lizzy Jones and Jier two children, 


at whose home Williams was staying 
said that he returned there late Tues- 


* day afternoon, said that he had killed 


a white woman and offered them mon- 
ey if they would help him dispose of 
the body. They said that shortly after 
dark Tuesday night they went to the 
cemetery with Williams and helped 
him drag the body to the bayou. They 
had collected pieces of an old stove 
and iron pumps weighing a total of 
78 pounds. They attached this to the 
body with baling wire before they 
placed it in the bayou.

The building is far from1 unattractive. 


Grills covering th'e windows are orna- 
mental, as well as useful. And the 
exterior of the structure has been fin- 
ished in ultra-modern streamlining. 


Most of the second floor is occupied 


by a glass-uneclosed deck, which will 
serve as a play room for the princess. 
Here, as well as throughout the house, 
the floors are covered with sheet 
rubber. 


At the rear of the "castle," the Ma- 


harajah has made a concession to Hol- 
lywood atmosphere. He has installed 
a magnificent swimming pool. 


It was not until last March 28 that 


the world knew that the Maharajah 


aslo had a new wife in nihid when he 
planned this home. It was then that 
he unnunced his marriage to Miss 
Luwler. 


Originally, the poinion had been 


that tlie sole purpose had been to con- 
struct a place of refuge for' the prin- 
cess because her father feared an out- 
break of war in Europe, possibly in 
the Orient.

State Speed Limit 


New Legislative Enact- 


ment Is to Become Ef- 


fetive Tuesday 


LITTLE ROCK-The ups and*downs 


of Arkansas highway speed limits 
will be standardized at GO miles an 
hour for passenger cars when the 
Fifty-second General Assembly's high- 
way act becomes effective Tuesday, 
the state Highway Department has 
announced. 


In the last nine years motorists have 


been permitted to drive at any speed 
presumed to be "reasonable and pru- 
dent." 


Warning drivers of the approaching 


effective date, the Highway Depart- 
ment issued a bulletin requesting that 
the new limits be observed this week- 
end. 
The speed law act provided that 


it become operative GO days after ad- 
journment of the legislature. 


The schedule: 
Passenger curs, GO miles an hour. 
Buses and half-ton trucks, 55. 
Trucks, not over five tons with 


brakes on all wheels, 45. 


Trucks, five to seven and one-half 


tons with brakes on all wheels, 40. 


Trucks over seven and one-half 


tons with brakes on all wheels, 35. 


Trucks, over three tons, without' 


brakes on all wheels, 35. 


School buses, 35, except those prop- 


erly equipped on inter-school trips 
on main highways, 45. 


No truck over one-half ton shall ex- 
ceed 45 miles. 


All vehicles must be adjusted tp con- 


ditions within the prescribed limits, 
the department warned. 


Slate Police were designated by the 


193!) act to enforce the regulations. 


"The law was passed to promote 


safely and speed passage over state 
highways," Director W. \y. Mitchell 
s-jid. "Its enforcement will require 
cooperation of the public. Many per- 
sons will be tempted to forget the 
limits on good stretches of pavement. 
We hope the law will be observed 
Voluntarily."

rheumatic fever carry their crippled 
organ—the heart—hidden; awny in the 
chest. 


Recently careful- records were' kept 


of 1000 cases.of .rheirmatic fever. There 
were 480 boys and-520"-girls; varying1 in 
nge from 2 to 20 years. Most'of the 
cases appear during- late winter and 
spring, the minimum number occur- 
•ing during October nnd November. 
The fatality rate in these 1000 cnses 


was very high. Fifty-nine died during 
he year. Of these; 1?! deaths were 
charged directly'to the disease, 34 to 
leart disease, and;enight-to other co'n- 
litions which occurred;co-incidnotally 


;£'onie of;' these children had: infected 
ears; some developed* meningitis;: some 
.developed disturbances of tire kidneys. 


There is some hope in the figures of

bined; deaths from; measles, scarlet: fe- 
ver,, whooping: cough, diphtheriaj men- 
ingitis and- infantile- paraylsis. 


Rheumatic1 fever is a> disease which; 


today, makes a serious challenge to 
the- medical; profession^ There are in- 
numerable fundamental; and important 
questions which;'medicine has not yet 
answered! 


We'do not: know the exact cause- of 
he disease. We- are- not' certain, in- 
deed; .as to what, conditions combine 
o> bring; it: on. 
It; has; seemed; that nose and' throat 
nfectlons are in some- manner asso- 
ciated; with the- onset of, the disease 
and" withs relapses when, thely occur. 


It is bellevedi'that the environment 6f 
those who have the disease is im- 
portant— nemely, that damp areas in 
which, there -is exposure yield more 
rheumatic fever than do hot, dry areas. 


It is believed that improved care of 


ithe teeth nnd tho mouth, nnd removal 


of Infected tonsils has been to some 
extent Important In lessening tho in- 
'oldtmee off the disease, but this is not 
absolutely- established. 


It seems to be established that 


chtmgO' from n uold nnd wet cllmnto 
to n hot nnd dry, climate is-, beneficial. 
There are records of children' with 
rheumatic fever Who hnve lived 10, 
15, 20 yenrs-r-in fact even much longer 
—but the nmount of. invnlidtsm and 
doalh that it causes makes it a chal- 
lenge.

people na'm'ed S'tagner and'thoir 6-year- 
old son cherished a 14-year-old spaniel 
named Gypsy. They said it. would be 
all right if Gypsy wanted to go into 
the' movies, but they warned that she 
was kind of set in her ways.

the Ludlow amendment would tie the 
government's hands in its conduct of 
foreign policy and that the country's 
vital interests might be endangered 
at a critical hour by the delays 
necessitated by the taking of a nation- 
wide referendum. 


Under the conscription-referendum 


amendment, he points out, the tra- 
ditional method of handling foreign 
affairs would be left undisturbed. 
If the nation became embrolide in an 
overseas war, it could use its navy 
as freely as the circumstances re- 
quired. It could send its army over- 
seas—but the army would be com- 
posed of voluteers. 


The deadly incident to holding a 


referendum on the overseas service 
of drafted men would not be harm- 
ful, he htinks. In any case, there 
would be a considerable delay in get- 
ting the machinery of the draft in 
motion, and no valuable time would 
be lost. 


"If any citizen is so full. of pat- 


riotism that he wants to go over- 
seas and fight, there'd be nothing to 
stop him," he says. 
"Meanwhile, 


the people woul know that they 
couldn't be forced 
to fight out- 


side of their own country unless they 
themselves voted for it."

Technically the charge for n theore- 


tical democracy puts the United States 
in a slightly difficult position. The 
country's policy in Lntin America for 
nearly 40 years hae been to support 
the government In power, with n 
few exceptions. When the inevitable 
attempt at a revolution comes to con- 
front self-installed Dictator German 
Busch, the United States will have 
to smile upon him. 


The fact is that under the current 


administration this country thas been 
less disposed to have u hand in the 
internal 
affairs 
of Lntin America 


governments than of yore. If they 
seem likely to rcsepct "international 
obligations," which weans foreign in- 
vestments, they do fairly well with 
us. 


By bitter experience, 
the 
Latin 


American 
governments, 
especially 


those in the Caribbean, have discov- 
ered that if the United States with- 
holds recognition, they don't last long. 
That sort of influence has been applied 
far more in the Caribean than in 
South America, where lies Bolvia. 


We used to be pretty high hand- 


ed aboi|t the thing in the Carib- 
bean merely telling revolution leaders 
it wouldn't do them any good to 
win because we wouldn't recognize 
them. 


Busch was recognized by the United 


States before he proclaimed himself 
dictator.

that day, Col, David Toro, lost his 
job in a revolution. German Busch, 
who led the revolution, succeeded 
Toro. 


Busch's father was of German de- 


scent, explaining ^the dictator's non- 
Latin name. There is much German 
racial stock in Bolivia.

Another is the desperate improveri- 


shment of his country form the long 
and fruitless Chaco war with Para- 
guay. 
. 'Just how far Buncsh will press 
his totalitarian mechanism will be 
known only with time.

posed increased exchange control, re- 
quoring the mining companies to 
surrender all foreign evchange they 
get for export of minerals. 
That 


pocketbooks as an Acmrican mining 
corporation owns the bulk of the 
tin 
mines- there which supply 15 


per cent of the world's tin. 


But exchange controls are the rule 


in South America rather than the 
exception. South American republics 
have been using that totalitarian de- 
vice for several years . It tends 
to keep wealth at home. 


So far the change tin Bolivia is'all 


in a name, totalitarian, which hasn't 
tasted good in these parts recently.
